Why  the  mini  has  been  making 
its  appearance  on  the  BYU  cam- 
pus can  only  be  guessed.  Many 
would  believe  the  Church’s  im- 
plied standard  of  “cover  the  knee- 
cap” would  have  discouraged  the 
use  of  the  mini. 

Through  much  of  the  school 
year  the  infamous  “Pardon  Me” 
card  was  used  to  remind  students 
of  the  school  standard  which  does 
not  condone  hemlines  which  sway 
above  the  kneecap.

A check  at  the  BYU  Bookstore 
by  Daily  Universe  staff  members 
showed  the  skirts  to  be  as  short 
as  the  current  fashions  dictate. 
“One  of  them  in  my  own  size 
came  half  way  up  my  thigh,”  ex- 
claimed a miss  from  Ventura, 
Calif. 

The  pressure  of  fashion  seems 
to  be  stronger  than  the  influence 
of  BYU  or  Church  standards  or 
maybe  it  is  just  the  power  of  the 
warm  rays  of  sun.

Future  Presented 


Speaking  at  the  second  annual 
series  of  seminars  Tuesday  to 
improve  the  teaching  methods  of 
college  faculty.  Dr.  Robert  B. 
Howsam  gave  glimpses  into  the 
future  of  education. 

The  guest  speaker,  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Houston,  described  the 
place  of  mass  media  in  the  educa- 
tion of  the  future  as  well  as  of- 
instruction  should  prepare  that  in- 
provement. 

Dean  Howsan  stated  that  mass 
media  “assists  instruction,  does 
not  replace  it.”  He  further  sug- 
gested that  the  university  that 
wants  to  improve  its  methods  Of 
insruction  should  prepare  that  in- 
struction in  mass  media  form. 


He  said  that  in  order  to  improv^ 
instruction  universities  need  to 
modify  procedures  in  terms  of  the 
maturity  level  of  the  students 
with  whom  they  deal. 

They  must  also  concentrate  on 
clear  and  implicit  statements  of 
objectives  transferred  into  behav- 
ioral terms.  Lack  of  concise  ob- 
jectives leads  to  a “beat-the- 
system  attitude,”he  stated. 

The  dean  praised  BYU  for  its 
efforts  to  improve  levels  of  teach| 
ing  methods  and  said  “it  is  our 
responsibility  to  be  as  scholarly 
about  how  we  teach  as  we  are 
about  other  things.” 

He  further  stated  that  withii^ 
universities  “we  must  diffuse  our] 
own  valid  knowledge  among  our- 
selves.”
